^WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Eisenhower said today the Soviet 
Union seems to be pushing a 
propaganda drive in seeking ad- 
mittance of Red satellite nations 
to", the Geneva foreign ministers 
conference. 


Eisenhower told a news confer- 


ence he is very hopeful the Rus- 
sians will abandon any such prop- 
aganda tactics so the conference 
can get down to fruitful negotia- 
tions. 
, Eisenhower had been asked to 
evaluate the Soviet efforts thus 
far to win seats at Geneva for 
Communist East Germany, Po- 
land, and Czechoslovakia. Those 
efforts have kept the foreign min- 
isters' conference from getting to 
discussion of real problems. 


\Eisenhower replied it is very 


difficult to find out what is going 
on behind someone else's fore- 
head.

GENEVA (AP)— The Western 


foreign ministers showed signs to- 
day of becoming fed up with the 
Soviet Union's insistence on add- 
ing more Red nations to the 
Geneva conference. 
,,U. S. Secretary of State Chris- 
tian A. Herter planned to use his 
power as today's chairman to try 
to open the East-West debate on 
German issues for which the con- 
ference was called.

WASHINGTON (AP)—President 


Eisenhower and Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon have agreed "to 
help congressional campaigners in 
their efforts to raise a special 
fund of about $400,000. 


Eisenhower and Nixon accepted 


invitations to be the chief attrac- 
tions at a $100-a-plate dinner here 
June 8 honoring Republican mem- 
bers of Congress. 


The story behind the dinner is 


one of reluctance by the party's old 
line contributors — who never 
cared 
much for Eisenhower's 


brand of "modern Republican- 
ism"—to kick in with their usual 
financial support to the Republi- 
can National Committee. 


'Ordinarily the Republicans pool 


.all of their receipts, without ref- 
erence to which organization re- 
ceives the original contribution. 
Of any $1,000 donation, for in- 
stance, the House Campaign Com- 
mittee gets $270, the Senatorial 
Committee $150 and the National 
Committee takes the remaining 
$580. 


Solicitors for the House and 


Senate 
committees 
reportedly 


have been running into resistance 
on the part of contributors who 
have said they would be willing 
to put up cash for congressional 
campaign needs but are unwilling 
at this time to see the major 
share of their donations go to the 
Eisenhower - dominated National 
Committee.

ty. "I was flat broke." 


Mrs. Gottfried won the Miss 


Colorado Jaycee title last July, as 
blonde Dixie Ann Dickes of Pueb- 
lo, Colo. 


When two patrolmen arrested 


her late Monday night at nearby 
Aurora, her 'hair was' long, un-' 


kempt and dyed black. She was 
dressed in slacks and a rough 
shirt. 


Records at her home town of 


Pueblo show she was fined $125 
last November for fighting and 
pouring beer on two policemen 
who attempted to arrest her in 
a tavern. 


Mrs. Gottfried was arrested less 


than 15 minutes after an Aurora 
drugstore was robbed at gunpoint 
of $131 and narcotics. 


She admitted she had robbed a 


Denver hotel early Monday of $17.

HARRISBURG (AP) — Pennsyl- 


vania voters will be given an op- 
portunity in the Nov. 3 general 
election to decide if the borrow- 
ing capacity of school districts 
should be increased. 


The Senate Tuesday night com- 


pleted legislative action on a pro- 
posed Constitutional amendment 
putting a higher ceiling on local 
school debts. It breezed unanim- 
ously through both the House and 
Senate this year and in 1957. 


Chairman Paul L. Wagner (R- 


Schuylkill) of the Senate Educa- 
tion Committee hailed the move 
as a means of keeping down in- 
terest costs for school districts 
that must borrow for new con- 
struction. 


The debt incurred by authorities 


set up by school districts in the 
past few years is beyond the half 
billion dollar mark. The State Pub-' 
lie School Building Authority debt 
is hovering around the 100-million- 
dollar mark. Authority bonds car- 
ry an interest rate from one-half 
to 1 per cent to 2 per cent higher 
than those sold directly by a 
school district. 


Under the proposed constitution- 


al amendment, the debt limit for 
all school districts, except Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburgh, would be 
equal to 15 per cent of the assessed 
valuation of real estate in the dis- 
trict. The present ceiling is 7 per 
cent. 


It also provides that voter ap- 


proval in a district would be nec- 
essary only when a bond issue is 
in excess of 5 per cent of the val- 
uation. The present restriction is 
2 per cent. 


Other legislative developments: 
Gasoline tax—The House Tues- 


day night voted to extend for two 
more years, starting June 1, two 
cents of the five - cents - a - gallon 
gasoline tax. The, remaining .three, 
cents is a permanent tax and re- 
quires no action. 


Coal—The House also approved, 


191-0, a $500,000 appropriation to 
finance a study of the feasibility 
of using coal as a road-building 
material. It would authorize the 
State Highways Department to use 
coal-based highway surfacing ex- 
perimentally. 


Education—The House Appropri- 


ations Committee scheduled a pub- 
lic meeting tonight with the De- 
partment of Public Instruction to 
answer House Republicans' com- 
plaints that the proposed budget 
for public schools in -1959-61 is in- 
adequate. 


Meanwhile, the House Education 


Committee approved bills giving 
priority in state aid for school con- 
struction to projects specifically 
designed to remove fire hazards 
and requiring school fire drills to 
be held twice a month instead of 
only once. 


Billboards — Reps. Thomas J. 


McCormack (D-Phila) and Maur- 
ice H. Goldstein (R - Allegheny) 
complained that amendments to 
the billboard control bill by the 
House Highways Committee had 
destroyed the bill's effectiveness.

IKE CALLS 
FOR BOOST 
IN GAS TAX

WASHINGTON (AP)—Presi- 


dent Eisenhower 
called today 


for quick congressional action 
boosting the gasoline tax, revis- 
ing the costly wheat support 
and control program, and pro- 
viding additional home loan in- 
surance authority. 


The President told his news 


conference a special message 
urging the three-way speedup 
would go to the capitol today.^ 


The country's rising prosper- 


ity will be damaged, Eisenhow- 
er said, if the Feneral Housing 
Administration's program is al- 
lowed to lapse for lack of the 
six billion dollar additional in- 
suring authority he asked in 
January. 


More thousands of men will 


be jobless, the President went 
on, unless new revenues 
are 


provided to keep the massive 
highway 
building 
program 


going. 


He noted that the existing 


highway bill permits na more 
construction in any year than 
the unds available will pay for 
in that year. 


Costs now are outrunning the 


income from highway-user tax- 
es, and Eisenhower has request- 
ed that the _ federal gasoline 
levy be boosted from 3 to 4}i 
cents. Congress has seemed lit- 
tle disposed to comply. Some 
legislators, have indicated they 
would prefer to meet the costs 
for a time from general rev- 
enues. 


Eisenhower, committed to a 


balanced budget in fiscal 196, 
ignored the latter possibility in 
his news conference remarks, 
and emphatically 
renewed his 


appeal^..that,--,-the ^budget be 
brought into balance. 


As or the wheat surplus prob- 


lem, the President said it is 
worsening Instead o improving. 
The government will have 3% 
billion dollars invested in sur- 
plus wheat by mid-year, he said, 
and action must be taken speed- 
ily to revise the program. 


The U.S. government, he con- 


tinued, has always been for fruit- 
ful negotiations, and against us- 
ing such conferences 
aganda platforms. 


But the situation in Geneva, Ei- 


senhower said, seems to have 
some of that—propaganda—in it. 


During the news conference, the 


President discussed these other 
matters: 


Khrushchev — No one has con- 


tacted him, Eisenhower said, re- 
garding the possibility of a visit 
by Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev to the United States. 


A reporter noted that Vice Pres- 


ident Nixon will visit Moscow this 
summer to open a U.S. trade fair. 
The newsman asked whether the 
President would be favorable to 
the idea of Khrushchev's coming 
to this country to open the Soviet 
fair to be held in New York later 
this year. And, the reporter went 
on, would that open the door to 
the possibility of Khrushchev's at- 
tending a summit conference in 
the United States. 


After saying no one has talked 


to him about such a possibility, 
Eisenhower remarked that it is 
up to the Big Four foreign min- 
isters to pick a site lor any sum- 
mit session.

BIG AIRLINER 
RIPS APART 
ON FLIGHT

Five airplane 
crashes in 


scarcely 24 hours cost an esti- 
mated 36 lives Tuesday and 
early today. Two airliners and 
three military jets went down. 


Another airliner reported a 


near collision with a jet. 


Three Air Force F100 Super 


Sabre jet fighters plunged into 
the Atlantic Ocean off Myrtle 
Beach, S. C. before dawn today 
on a night navigational and air 
refueling mission. 


All three pilots were presum- 


ed lost. 


Cause of the triple crash was 


not known immediately. 


Air Force spokesmen said the 


three planes were seen hurtling 
toward the water, apparently 
without having collided. They 
had speculated earlier that two 
had collided and dragged down 
the third. 


A Capital Airlines Viscount 


airliner disintegrated In the air 
late Tuesday near Baltimore. 
All 31 persons aboard were kill- 
ed. The plane fell in a stormy 
weather area on a flight from 
New York to Atlanta. 


Less than an hour earlier, an- 


other Capital airliner, a Con- 
stellation, plunged over a 200- 
foot embankment while landing 
at the Charleston, W. Va., Air- 
port. Two persona wer« killed 
and six Injured. 


Aeronautics officials said they 


believed it was the first time 
that one airline had two fatal 
crashes in one day. 


The crew of an American Air- 


lines plane with 52 persons 
aboard reported that an Air 
Force Jet streaked in front of 
it at a distance of 45 to 50 feet' 
Tuesday at an altitude of 16,500 
feet near Bakersfield, Calif. The 
plane was en route from Hous- 
ton, Tex., to San Francisco. 


BALTIMORE 
iff) _ Govern- 


ment investigators probed the 
wreckage of a Capitol Viscount 
turboprop airliner today to try 
to find out why it blew apart 
with 31 persons aboard late 
Tuesday en route from 
New 


York to Atlanta. 


Just 48 minutes earlier, another 


Capital airliner, a four-engine 
Constellation, plunged over a 2dO- 
foot embankment at the Charles- 
ton, W.Va., airport, 300 miles to 
the west, _as it came in for a land- 
ing. 
It immediately burst into 


flames. Two bodies were removed 
from the charred wreckage and 
six persons were hospitalized. 
, There were 44 persons aboard 
the Constellation. 


An official at the Civil Aeronau- 


tics Board said it was the first 
time in his memory that a single 
airline had had two fatal crashes 
in one day. 


The weather may have played 


a part in both crashes. 


The Baltimore area accident oc- 


curred during a local thunder- 
squall. 


Flight engineers and others said 


they thought the plane was caught 
in a severe updraft or downdraft 
which pulled off part of a wing. 
The fuel lines in the wing snapped 
spraying fuel into the burning en- 
gine. The quick combustion was a 
low crder explosion which tore the 
plane to pieces. 


Rain was still falling slightly at 


Charleston when the big Constel- 
lation came in for a landing at the 
airport, built by slicing off the top 
of a hill. The plane seemed to 
turn before it slowed down, wit- 
nesses said, and it tumbled oft 
the brink of the hill. It immediate- 
ly burst into flames.

from the studies of cancer in 


children is that the maximum 
permissible levels fixed for ra- 
diation from fallout should be 
set much lower than they now 
are. 


The subcommittee is conduct- 


ing hearings on fallout prob- 
lems.

Law- 
rence's 1989,200,000 highway bild- 
get, featuring a request to In- 
crease gasoline taxes and motor 
license fees, tsped a stern review 
today at the hands of the Senate 
Republicans.

propriations and Highways Com- 
mittees called a joint public hear- 
ing to put some searching ques- 
tions to Highways Secretary Park 
H. Martin, architect o£ the road 
construction budget

James S. Berger, Repub- 


lican floor leader, declined to 
forecast the nature of the queries 
but he pointed to criticism of the 
budget already expressed by the 
Pennsylvania State Chamber of 
of Commerce and the Pennsylva- 
nia Motor Federation (AAA). 


The governor hat asked that the 


five-cents-a-gallon gasoline tax be 
boosted to six cents, a $15-a-year 
automobile license tag compared 
to the present $10 and a tripling 
of the Jl-a-year operator's license 
fee to raise 117 millions dollars in 
the next two years.

He said the money was needed 


to insure that Pennsylvania Would 
qualify for an additional 15 million 
dollars in increased federal aid in 
the next two years. 


The Chamber of Commerce re- 


cently said the governor overes- 
timated by nearly 40 million dol- 
lars the amount that can be ex- 
pected from the federal govern- 
ment in the next two years.

Thereafter the 
villagers picked up their mail 
at the nearby town of Peters- 
burg. '"More has been written 
about Abraham Lincoln than 
about any other American, but 
little attention has been paid to 
his three years and twenty-four 
days as Postmaster," Mr. Sum- 
merfield observed. "Perhaps this 
relatively little known but im- 
portant phase of 'Lincoln's ca- 
reer may be explained by the 
fact that it may not have been 
aa dramatic as the other phas- 
es," the Postmaster General 
continued. 
"Like the Postal 


Service itself, it is something 
taken for granted, despite its 
great everyday -importance to 
all our people." Lincoln himself 
thought his association .with the 
Postal Service "well worth men- 
tioning.

NEW YORK (AP)—Mike Stokey 


-at 41, is a top candidate for ihe 
title of the dean of television. Cer- 
tainly the game program, Panto- 
mine Quiz, over which he pre- 
sides, must be the oldest show in 
the medium. 


Based oft the ancient game of 


charades. Pantomine Quiz with 
Stokey as activities director, made 
its debut in Hollywood in 1939 — 
before one camera, and was seen 
on perhaps 20 TV sets.

Harriet Beecher Stowe, who was 
no slouch at keeping house. But 
she didn't much like it, either. 
She -was the gal who cleaned 
hoUse with one hand and wrote 
"Uncle Tom's Cabin" with the 
other. 


In 1869, Mrs. Stowe dashed off 


a book called ''The American 
"Woman's Home."' It should have 
'been subtitled "And What w"as; 
"Wrong With It," because in Mrs. 
Stowe's opinion, practically ev- 
erything was.» » » 


Not a girl to mince •words, Mrs. 


Stowe came right out and said 
that women had better get used 
to doing their own housework 
since the available servants were 
absolutely no good. 


"They are lazy," she adds, "and 


they are also raw and inexperi- 
enced, slovenly and given to de- 
manding a raise right before or 
In the middle of a large dinner 
party. But that's not all. Amer- 
ican girls are not trained to keep

it yourself. Learn how to do 
your job and do it well, with 
pride and efficiency and never, 
never look down on it as beneath 
you. 
Then, if you should ever 


have servants, she explained, you 
can do anything they can do, 
only better. 


There was just one spot in 


which the industrious Mrs. Stowe 
flinched and turned a trifle pale. 
That was-when she took another 
look at the family wash, loom- 
ing in great piles each week. 


"Whoever sets neighborhood 


laundries on foot will do much 
to solve the American house- 
beeper's hardest problem," was 
her hopeful comment.

in use could be put into operation 
by 1963, the Navy has been in- 
formed. 


Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. 


and Goodyear Aircraft Corp. said 
the 41/2-rnillion-cubic-foot nonrigid 
airship could be launched before 
a 
nuclear-powered airplane is 


flown, thus becoming America's 
first aircraft to harness the ener- 
gy of the atom. 


Goodyear officials said the ship 


rould operate at speeds of 80 to 
92 miles' an hour and wilh vir- 
tually, unlimited range.

HARRISBURG (AP) — School 


district taxing powers would be 
broadened under a Senate-passed 
bill approved by the House Edu- 
cation Committee. 


The measure, sent to the floor 


Tuesday, for further action, would 
give all school districts the auth- 
ority to levy additional taxes to 
pay school construction costs. In 
addition, it would grant to fourth 
class districts the same taxing 
privileges now available to second 
and third class districts. 


The bill has long been sought 


by educators who maintain the 
present Limitations on the fourth 
class distncts are a financial hard- 
ship. 


The districts number about 1,- 


900 of the 2,300 districts in the 
state. 


At present, they may not levy 


taxes above 35 mills of the real 
estate value in the district. In as- 
sition, the bill would give all the 
school districts authority to lew 
additional taxes to help pay for 
school building construction.

PIAA Editorial 
Offers Ways to 
Avoid Rowdyism 


HARRISBURG (AP) — An edit- 


orial in the official publication of 
the Pennsylvania Interscholastic 
Athletic Assn. suggests seven ba- 
sic measures to prevent rowdyism 
at liigh school athletic contests. 


The editorial published in the 


P'Athlete Tuesday stemmed from 
an incident involving the beating 
of Thomas Maher, 15, a Kingston 
High School pupil, by a gang of 
youths after the Chester - TTarrell 
state championship bask e t b a 11 
playoff at Philadelphia in March. 


"A member school must seek 


ways to control those who endan- 
ger its program," the editorial 
stated. "The responsibility for bad 
behavior must be accepted by ad- 
ministration, players, coaches and 
students and the entire commun- 
ity." 


It added, however, that any dis- 


ciplinary acbon would have to be 
decided by the PIAA's district 
committee or board of control. 
The PIAA is still considering whe- 
ther to take such action against 
Chester High School. 


Some of the remedies proposed 


in the editorial include. 


"1. The acceptance of the prin- 


ciple that regardless of the cause, 
the individual is responsible for 
his actions. 


"2. A return to disciplinary ac- 


tion and the right of those in auth- 
ority to exercise it be it parent, 
teacher or law enforcement agen- 
cies. 


"3. The acceptance of the idea 


that the public school is an educa- 
tional institution and not a reform- 
atory. Confirmed deli n q u e n t s 
should not be permuted to inter- 
fere with the education of others. 
Those who show no inclination to 
profit by the school should be ex- 
cluded. 


"4. A return by adults to habits 


of good behavior at public meet- 
ings, conventions, sports events 
and other gatherings. 


"5. An increased awareness by 


the public of the need for law en- 
forcement and public support of 
police action. 


"6. The acceptance of parental 


obligations. 


"7. And in the case of inter- 


scholastic sports, a recognition by 
adults of the purposes of inter- 
scholastic sports. Un^ue emphasis 
by adults leads to undue emphasis 
by pupils."
